Dr, Legge, an English divine, after devoting
mnnf enrs to the Chinese language, has re
oently brought out an English translation of the
Chinese classies.

Everybody has heard the term “morzanatio
marriages,” and many people suppose that mar-
riages of this kind are & spocies ommcublnm.
in which the kings and princes of Kurope are
foud ol indulging. This is not the onse, Low-
ever. A morgsuatio marrisge s just as binding
upon the partles ns any other marriage. The
lerm 18 derived from (he German Morgengabe,
which means & dowry, 1t slgnities & mutrimo-
nial contract in which one of the parties is
greailly superior in rank to the other. If it be
the bride who is of Inferior rank, shie agrees that
she snd ber children shutl be entitled nelther to
the rauk vor tue estate of her husband, aud that
the dowry which s settled upon hoy at the time
of the marringe chall be accepted o leu of all
other privileges, I the man be the Inflerior, ho
gives his assenl to similae conditions. v the
bridal ceremony the party of guperior rank gives
the lelt hund, metead of the right, to the other

whenoe these morringes are sometlimes stylod
“iefr-handed.” :

Une of the most famous morringes of this
close s that of Frederic William the Tuird, of
Frussin, to the Countosa Augustn, of Harrach,
upon whom Ler husband coulerred the rank of
Princess of Letgnitz—a marrlage consummated
in 1524, long after ihe death of the King's
legititunte spouse, the beantitul Queen Loulsa.

A singular in-
sltunce of ® morgunstic union is that of Prince
Edward of Baxe-Weimar, who is married in this
manner to a doughter of the proud Duke of
Richmond, while another BEoglish nobleman,
the Duke of Hamilton, wedded, on terms of
wrfect equality, a princess of the erand dooul
wonse ol Baden, whose ravk is certalnly as high
as that of Prince Edward, i

The only modern case with whizh we are
familiar of o morganatic marringe in which the
bride wis the person of superior rank, is that of
the Princess Elizabeth, of I[mfy, sister-inlnw of
Victor Bmanuel, who was marvied with the left
hapd in 18566—a year sfter the death of her hus-
band, Prince Ferdinapd—to the Marguis Ka-
pilio. Victor Emoanvel bimself is suid to bhave
been more than once on the poiutof contracting
u morgunatic union with some of his favorites,
but bhas been prevented by the advice of his
ministore, who somehow or.other domp it hotber
for the wnterests of the alnlc that he a‘muld ”vp
in o more reprehensible manuoer,

The reigning dynasty of Daden presents an
isoluted Instance of the sgion of morganatic
marringe breaking through the trammelling pre-
clslon of =uch w nnion, snd snccecding to the
rank ol Iy parent o the same way as the
offspring of an equul unlon, In 1830, with the
deuth of the Grand Duke Louls, the strictly
legitimate line ol the poeoient princes of Badep
come to au enid,.  King Lonls, of Bavaria, was
on the point of taking posseseion of the country
us pext of kin, when Leopoid, the offspring
of & morgnuntic marringe of the . preceding
Grand Duoke Chavive Frederie wath a Madome
ersberg,  suddenly  procloimed himself
Grand Doke, Hewns supported by the people,
who admired his echarnoter, und  holdness,
Puvarls  threntened war, wnd mavched her
arinles towards the Badeu frontler, but the out-
bieak ol the Frejuch vevolution ot 1850, which
wiur followed by disturbances in vavions parts
